the Pioche Jiecord. On the ground 
that no sane man could consider those 
papers worth a curse the friends of 
Mr. W illia m s concluded that he was 
insane. 


It has been wisely said that the man 
who does not read the advertisements 
in a newspaper, is like the traveler 
who passes along a strange road with­ 
out consulting the guide-boards, and 
it may be also said that the man who 
has anything to sell, and does not ad­ 
vertise it, is like one who invites his 
neighbors to a feast and nails up the 
doors of his house to prevent their en­ 
trance. 


T h e Republican game to retain con­ 
trol of the State Insane Asylum at 
Stockton has been defeated. 
Messrs. 
Doak, CuTTiNa nnd C l u n e s s , nomi­ 
nated as Directors have been rejected 
by the'Senate. Under the new man­ 
agement it is probable Dr. I. S. T it u s , 
for a long time Assistant Superinten­ 
dent, and one of the most competent 
men and best physician in the State, 
will be elected Superintendent. 


T h e Sacramento Record thinks it 
would be an outrage and an insult to 
Union soldiers to restore the Southern 
veterans of the war of 1812 to the pen­ 
sion roll. The editor of that paper, 
some years ago, ridiculed the idea of 
celebrating the anniversary of the bat­ 
tle of New Orleans. The peculiar 
views of the gentleman on these two 
points is explained by the fact that lie 
is a subject of Queen V ic t o r ia , and 
declines to become a citizen of the 
United States. 


Our report shows a fall in mining 
stocks yesterday. Some of the lead­ 
ing stocks went down rapidly and the 
indications are that there will be but 
little, if any rally to-day. Stock deal­ 
ers may as well prepare themselves 
for a considerable decline. The grow­ 
ing tightness of the money market, 
and the withdrawal of a large amount 
of capital that has heretofore been ab­ 
sorbed in mining speculations, has 
caused a scarcity of stock buyers which 
must produce a decided impression on 
California street. The late rise, by 
which several leading stock brokers 
realized handsomely, appears to have 
been a spasmodic effort to make a win­ 
ning on a bluffing hand. 


T h e virtue and piety which the 
world so well knows lives in a Demo­ 
cratic majority cannot eradicate that 
foul weed, the lobby, from the Legis­ 
lature. We are assured that there is 
a well organized and powerful lobby 
sucking like a mammoth loecli at the 
people’s money through the present 
Legislature. The leaders of the Goths 
will turn their forces loose for the ac­ 
complishment of any job with dollars 
and cents in it; but the great Bonanza 
for which the lobby is working is a 
bill for the issuance of two and a half 
million dollars municipal bonds for 
the San Francisco City Hall. The 
Democratic majority must beware of 
this City-Hall Nemesis. It may Io*e 
the party the vote of San Francisco 
forever. The people of that city are 
heavily taxed now. 


Do Not Hide the Truth. 


The labored effort of the Express to 
make it appear that the H er a ld has 
attacked the validity of land titles in 
this valley will hardly serve its pur­ 
pose. It is the business of a newspa­ 
per to give the current ne.vs. 
In al­ 
luding to disputes as to boundaries 
and titles we made no statement that 
was not known to parties interested. 
Already the Government lias taken 
decisive action iu the case of one pat­ 
ent alluded to, and it is probable the 
other disputes will come up in due 
time. In regard to what was said rel­ 
ative to the Santa Monicu and San 
Vicente ranches, was it not true? Is 
it not true that the question of boun­ 
dary between the two grants is in dis­ 
pute? Is it not true that the owners 
of five-twelfths of the Santa Monica 
grant deny that the line runs where 
the owner of the remainder of the 
grant claims that it does? Ts it not 
true that this matter is now in litiga­ 
tion? Is it not true that the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company deny that 
the area of the San Vicente grant is as 
large by three-fifths as the owners 
claim? Is it not true that the briefs 
arc printed and the case in tha hands 
of the attorneys? And finally, is it 
more than right and just that contem­ 
plating purchasers of land in either of 
these grants should know the charac­ 
ter of the titles with which they have 
to deal? We would not intentionally 
cloud any man’s title, nor will we 
knowingly deceive people by repre­ 
senting as perfect a title which is so 
for from it as to furnish the courts 
with law-suits, and the lawyers with 
five thousand dollar briefs. 
We had 


hoped that these matters would be 
permitted to take their course iu the 
courts without further reference there­ 
to by us, but as the Express continues 
to let its zeal to serve its masters out­ 
run its judgment, by making false 
charges against the H e r a l d , we feel 
it our duty to once more repeat in self­ 
justification what all concerned know 
to be true. 


The Rebellion in Congress. 


Congress—more 
particularly 
the 
House of Representatives—is just now 
engaged in the business of panorama- 
izing the rebellion, and as the ugly in­ 
cidents of that period of unpleasant 
memory pass before the audience, a 
Democrat or a Republican, tells what 
he knows about it. They each speak 
from hearsay only for be it known 
that the men who talk most of the re­ 
bellion, and who never weary of hurl­ 
ing criminations and recriminations, 
are the men whose knowledge of bat­ 
tles and whose descriptions of the 
crash and carnage of contending ar­ 
mies, are gleaned from books and the 
letters of the warcorrespondent. The 
men who were there—who fought on 
one side or the other and grappled in 
the struggle which they meant should 
end in death or victory, are now 
friends and would much rather forget 
than revive their recollections of these 
scenes. W e do not know that any 
good can come from these acrimonious 
debates, but if gentlemen delight in 
them, let them indulge to their heart’s 
content. The people are not interest­ 
ed. W hat lias been done is beyond 
recall. W hat is to be done is a matter 
of much more importance, because its 
shape and control is within our own 
hands. W hat matters it now if out­ 
rage and cruelty is traceable to both 
sides in the rebellion. The incidents 
of war are generally unpleasant. 
There is little about them upou which 
we delight to dwell in time of peace. 
The nation 1ms a hideous skeleton in 
the closet. 
It is a sight comparatively 
few delight to look upon, but there are 
a few who love to gaze on the horrible 
and quite a number of these have 
found their way into Congress. 
Let 
them open the closet door of their na­ 
tures are such that to look upon its 
contents give them pleasure. Politi­ 
cians aud place hunters may revive 
the war and fight it over as tiiey 
fought it before—at a safe distance 
from the battle field—but little or no 
capital can be made of that class of 
stock in trade at this late day. The 
people prefer to consider how they can 
best free themselves from the burdens 
of the war to wasting their time in 
fighting its battles over again. 


The Sacramento Herald. 


The following explains why the 
Sacramento Herald discontinued pub­ 
lication. The Record- Union says: 
Last Saturday C. W. Clark fore­ 
closed a mortgage against the Herald, 
an officer was put iu charge of the 
premises, and the further issuance of 
tin* paper suspended. Yesterday, John 
N. Larkin arid W. H. Fellows, two of 
the proprietors of the paper, by their 
Attorney, brought suit against Clark 
and Constable Ferral to lecoverdama­ 
ges in the sum of $11,666.66. The 
complaint on 
file 
in the County 
Clerk’s otlice asserts that plaintiffs are 
the owners of two-thirds of the good 
will and material of the paper, which 
is worth S 15,000; it also declares that 
on lastSaturday the defendants wrong­ 
fully and unlawfully entered into pos­ 
session of the property, thus destroy­ 
ing the good will of‘the plaintiffs in 
tiie paper and damaging them to the 
extent named.

Goodall, Nelson & Perkins’ agents at 
San Francisco, who, having had the 
matter under careful consideration, 
beg to say to you in reply, that they 
are disposed to comply with your re­ 
quest; but, after consultation with the 
captains of the Orizaba and Ancon 
think it impracticable to have those 
two steamers call there during the 
winter season, as both are side wheel 
steamers with very high guards and 
could not Pe safely alongside the wharf 
in rough weather. 
The Senator, 
having 
very low 
guards, has little or no trouble there ; 
but the Mohongo, whose guards are 
higher, but not near as high as those 
of the Orizaba and Ancon, does not 
lie thereas well, and during the past 
six weeks they have been obliged to 
expend several hundred dollars each 
voyage, for repairs made necessary by 
injuries sustained to her guards and 
paddle boxes, while lying at theSanta 
Monica wharf. 
They intend to give Santa Monica 
an additional steamer, by placing the 
Los Angeles on the route within a few 
weeks, and are also negotiating for an­ 
other propeller ship which, if the ne­ 
gotiations are successful, they propose 
to place in that particular trade; pro­ 
pellers being much better adapted for 
that kind ot service than side wheel 
steamers. 
They desire to assure you that your 
wishes shall always have their consid­ 
eration, and hope that you will, for 
the reason named, pardon their defer­ 
ring for the present, compliance with 
your request herein referred to.

Letters 
were found on the table in the room, 
one directed to his wife and children, 
in which, after a very affectionate 
farewell and admonition as to their 
future life, he says: 
“Circumstances 
have so hedged me about that I must 
go. 
I could not help you if I stayed.” 
One to his brother apologizes for his 
cowardly way of leaving him while 
sick. One to J. A. Burr, broker, in 
which lie says that when Burr sold 
50,000 shares of Europa for $37,5o0, lie 
did not say how badly lie needed the 
money, and directs the 40,000 shares 
now iu iiis safe to be set asifle for the 
benefit of Col. J. D. Fry. 
Also a let­ 
ter to Robt. Apple, dated the 18th 
inst., iu which he says he pays his 
debts to the best of his ability, "and In 
the way lie told Apple some days pre­ 
viously. He says lie tried to pay Ap­ 
ple, but could not, and the act would 
make them square. He says he lias 
liad the act on his mind for years,and 
felt that lie might go at aiiy time. 
The last letter is dated the 18th, and 
says: 
“It is now a quarter past 3 p. m . 
I 
have written my letters. 
I request 
that the letters to Col. J. D. Fry und 
J. L. Fry be handed to them unop- 
eued; and now, good-bye. 
H. C. K ibre. 
“I leave my watch with Harvy for 
Jcunie. How I have longed for let­ 
ters from her since Christmas, hut I 
can wait no longer. Jennie has my 
blessing, hoping her marriage may 
prove a happy one. To Jennie and 
my wife, good-bye" 
Kibbe was Ad­ 
jutant General under tíantford’s ad­ 
ministration, and lias been promi­ 
nently and favorably known in Cali­ 
fornia and Nevada. 
No event of the kind in this city lias 
happened since the deatli of Pioche 


that lias created so much interest as 
that of Kibbe, andso much was the 
deceased thought of that nothing hut 
expressions of sorrow and sympathy 
are heard. 
He left three letters to 
friends sealed, which were opened this 
afternoon. The letter to Col. .T. D. 
Fry, President of tiie Belcher Mine, 
makes a confession of his defalcations 
and descrilies the difficulties of his 
course during the past few months. 
In the letter to Col. W. II. L. Barnes 
lie asks him r.s commander of the Ma­ 
sonic commandry, to which both be­ 
longed, to help his children.

the note to Mrs. Taylor, in wbosehouse 
he took his life, he left a certificate of 
100 shares in the Europa to partially 
compensate her for what he did in one 
of her rooms.

of our committee.
